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Fourth of July 1815—¥he 39th anni- 
versary of American Independence wa 
celebrated in this City with unusual splep- 
dor, in consequence of it being the day ap- 
pointed for laying the corner stone of the 
Jirst monument to the memory of WASH- 
INGTON—The scite appropriated for the 
monument in Howard’s Park was peculiarly 
adapted, being on a very commanding emi- 
nence at the head of North Charles Street. 
The ceremonies commenced at 12 o’clock; 
the stone was laid by James A Buchanan 
Esq, President of the Board of managers 
assisted by Gov. Winder, Grand Master of 
the Masonic Fraternity of this state and 
Col. Jno. E. Howard, President of the 
State Society of Cincinnati, i in the presence

of near thirty thousand spectators—At the 
conclusion a grand salute of 100 guns were 
fired in quick succession by the regiment of 
artillery and three fires of joy by the Infantry, 

In the chamber of the corner stone were 
deposited the different coins of the United 
States and the publications of the day—and 
on a brass plate the following: “On the 4th 
“of July 1825, was laid this foundation stone 
“of the first monument to the memory of 
“George Washington’? andthe names of 
the managers and architect—the whole se- 
cured by a massy cover of marble. 





New-York July 1, 

ANOTHER NAVAL VICTORY. 
Arrived at this port this morning, the U. 
S. brig Tom-Bowline, Capt. Carlton, from 
a cruize in the Southern Ocean. The Tom- 
Bowline sailed from this port, on the 23d 


of January last, in company with the VU. S. 
sloops of war Peacock and Hornet; and 
partied company three days out. 

By Capt. Carlton, we learn, that off the 
23d March, off the Island of Tristan d’A- 
cunha, the Hornet fell inwith and captured 
His Britannic M. brig Penguin, rated at 28 
guns, but carrying 21, and swivels in her 
tops, and 15$ men, Capt Hickinson, com- 
mander, after an action of 22 minutes. 

‘The Penguin had 18 killed, and 27 
wounded ; among the former were her 
captain and boastwain, 

The Hornet had 1 man killed, and 11! 
wounded; among the wounded were Capt. 
Biddle, and Lieut. Conner, the former 
severely, and the latter dangerously. Both, 
however, were considered out of danger 
when the Tom-Bowline left them.
